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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . The restriction requirement(s) of record based on the term "solder mask" (set 
forth in paper nos. 5 and 9) are withdrawn in view of applicant's clarification of the 
intended meaning of "solder mask" in paper no. 12. 

2. The examiner now recognizes that this application contains claims directed to the 
following patentably distinct species of the claimed invention: 

Generic Invention = Method of forming (i.e. encompassing "disposing" and/or 
"exposing") a conductive structure (a.k.a. conductive element) using a "polymeric." 

Species I = Generic Invention characterized in that tlie polymeric is removed 
[e.g. described at lines 1-7 of [0015]. 

Species II = Generic Invention characterized in that the polymeric is reduced in 
thickness such that the polymeric is partly retained instead of being completely removed 
[e.g. described at lines 7-13 of [0015]. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, none of the claims are generic.
